HIGHWAY TOUR REVEALS UPWARDS 
I OF $3,000,000 PROGRAM GF ROADS IN 
I BUCKS COUNTY NEARING COMPLETION 


HAS ROLE IN PLAY 


Work Either Completed cr in Process of Being Completed; 
Rebuilt Section of Easton Pike. Between Plumstead­ 
ville and Harrow Opened to Traffic; Work on The 
Uncompleted Section Now Being Rushed. 


(SPECIAL TO COCKIER? 
DOYLESTOWN, Oct. 16— Upwards of three million 
dollars worth of state highway work now in process or 
completed within the present season wad inspected yester­ 
day during the annual Pennsylvania Week tour of the 
Bucks County unit of the Pennsylvania Highway Depart­ 
ment. 
Showpiece of the tour was the 8.22 miles rebuilt sec­ 
tion of the Easton Pike (U. S. 61 I ), between Plumstead­ 
ville and Harrow, which was opened for traffic today. 
Detour signs which have been in place for eighteen months 
have been removed. 
Motorists who use this reconstructed roadway will 
find that the Federal-Aid project, totalling $1,620,671.28, 
went to broaden, straighten and largely relocate this much- 
used thoroughfare. The old road, mostly wornout con­ 
crete 18 feet wide, has been broadened to a minimum 
width of 24 feet — 32 feet at some points. 
In addition to a number of box- ..... 
— .... 
typo culverts thoro are three major 
bridges on the new route. One of 
these, now fully complete, Is a five-1 
span steel bridge over the Tohlck- 
on creek. 
There is another steel 
bridge, th roe-span, at Deep Run 
Tile third bridge is west of Otto­ 
ville, and spans the Irwinna-Otts- J 
Ville road, which is now being re-' 
surfaced. 
The right-of-way for the tjewly* 
built road is 120 feet wide, so that 
It can he widened into a four-lane 
thoroughfare whenever traffic jus­ 
tifies tin* step. 
Relocated to run just west of 
Pipersvllle and (HtsVille, the new 
route eliminates many had traffic 
intersections, various right - angle 
turns, and levels off the steep hills 
at Ottsville and Deep Run which 
have taken a toll of traffic acci­ 
dents during the past. 
At the northern end of the re­ 
built section, in Harrow, a large 
traffic island has been built to help 
guide traffic at the fork where 
Route 412 hears left. Because fu­ 
ture plans for the Easton 
Pike 
above Harrow have not yet been 
completed, the concrete ends below 
this point and Die last quarter mile 
of the uew route is of blacktop.

The sug­ 
gestion was taken under advise­ 
ment, however. 
"W ait until the pressure comes :
